—From J. B, Lippincott & Co. wo have ‘

received “'Ttaly,” translated from the French
of H. Taine by J. Darand, published by Ley-
poldt & Holt, This is the third edition of
one of the most charming books of travel snd
art eriticism pnblished of late years, and it
combines in one volume the two that have
appesred under the titles of *‘Home and
Naples" and “‘Florence and Venice." It is
scareoly possible for sanything new to be
written about Italy, and vet those who hava
perused the best works of Itnlinn travel will
find mueh excellent entertainment in this
work of M, Taine, It is a8 an art eritie
bowever, that M. Taine is especially worthy
of attention, and his desoription of the great
works of ancient and modern art in Italy,
with his opinions with regard to them, are in
the highest degree interesting and valuable,
As asn art critic M. Taine certainly has
no wsoperior at ,the present day, and
if his writings lack some of the picturesque.-
neas and glowing eloquence of those of Mr.
Ruskin, he has a cultivated judgment and a
oatholic taste that renders his views with re-
gard to the artistic value of the great works
of ancient and modern art much more worthy
of the consideration of intelligent readers
than those of the British eritie. 'T'be volnme
before us is nol merely an unngually enter-
taining work for present perusal, but it is
one that deserves a place in the library of
every cultivated gentleman for future refer-
ence on subjects conneoted with Italian art.

J. B. Lippincott & Co. also send us the
seventh volume of the series of ““Ancient
Classics for English Readers,” the subject of
which is the writings® of JAlschylus, by Regi-
nald 8. Copleston, B. A, This little hand-
book gives a critical and explanatory descrip-
tion of the works of the greatest of the
Greek dramatists, interspersed with seleo-
tions from the best translations. It will give
general readers an excellent idea of the
merits of Alsclivlus, and it will be a valuable
aid even to those who have the time, taste,
and inclination to study the famons old
Greek plays for themselves, either in the
original or in translations,

—Porter & Coates send nus *““The SBoow
Man,” by George Band. 'T'ranslated by Vir-
ginia Vaughan, published by Roberts Bros.
Some of the writings of Goeorge Sand are cer-
tainly epen to gerious objection, but the
novels from her pen that have thos far been
issued by Messrs. Iloberts Brothers have been
free from offense, and they have served to
make the American public acquainted with
some of the most charming performances of a
woman who, whatever her faults may be, is
one of the greatest fiction writers of the day.
The novel before us isa fit companion for
those which have preceded it, and as an in-
tensely interesting narrative, constructed with
wonderful art, it is sare to find planty of
appreciative readers,

ORIGINALS OF DRAMATIC
ROMANTIOC CRARACTERS.
From Every Saturday.

Bince the death of Dickens many cnrious
explorers have been industriously at work to
discover the *‘originals” of his most popular
characters, Even the name of the fortunate
coachman who sat for the portrait of Tony
Weller has been conlided to the pablie,
In loeking over the long list, with
itsa unsuggestive array of meaningless
names, wo have been specially struck by the
statement that Talfourd was meant when
Dickens delineated Traddles, in the novel of
“*David Copperfield,” It was generally known
that some boisterous element in the talk of
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Walter Bavage Landor gave the hint to which '

we owe Mr. Doythorn; that some ““jannty”
element in the character of Leigh Hunt
quickened the Imagination of the observing
bumorist when be drew Harold Skimpole;
bul none was more eager than Dickens him-
self to protest against identifying Lan.
dor with Boythorn, or Leigh Hunt
with Skimpole. It would indeed have been a
eruel injustice to suppose that the author
of the “Imaginary Conversations” and **Peri-
cles and Aspasia,” full as they are of most
delicate discernment of life and character,
and indicating resoarces of scholarship and
criticism of which Dickens had not the re-
motest ides, was fairly included in the
bumorous conception of Boythorn, a man
who does not nu[?meut Landor at all to any
reader of his works; and as for Leigh Hunt,
the bland selfishuess and “genial’ rascality
of Bkimpole throw no light on the charaster
of the iutrepid reformer who, with all
his weaknesses, was as willing to inhabit
a jail rather than recant his politiecal
principles, who fought the Tories of England
during the thirty yours when the Tories were
all powerful, and who eordially appreciated
a4 a oritic the genius of the writers of the

y by which he was inhumanly persecated

as an author and as a man, BStill, there
might be sowe slight foundation for Boy-
thorn and Blimpole in Landor and Inaot;
what possible basis in the habita and charao-
ter of Talfourd can be adduced to identify
him with Traddles?

At the time David Copperfield meets Trad-
dles, the Intter is a briefless lawyor, Now we
know perfectly well what wers the oocenpa-
tions of Telfourd when he was in that nn-
fortuuate eondition. He was the keensst
interpretative oritie of the great Faglish
wrilers of the century-—especially of Worls-
worth, then eontemned a8 o poet both by
Whigs and Tories, There is not the slightest

trace of Traddlea in Talfourd, as far as
we koow Talfourd throngh hix early
writings. He may have I.uﬁ the charming

disintevesteduess which Dickens so delight-
fully setn forth; he may bave had the oxtey-

There s really
nothisg but a carelessness about the arrange-
ment of the hair, and a simplicity in self-
sacrifice which was, we trnst, a characteristio
of Talfourd, which ean by any possibility
connect the two,

And this brings us to the hearl® of the
guestion, How far the hints derived from ex-
ternal observation and reading really serve
the great dramatist or novelist in his vital
charaoterization ¥ We have shown that

' Dickenn could not have dreamed of copying
Landor, Hunt, sand Talfourd in Doythorn,
Skimpole, and Traddles. He simply nsad a
single peculiarity of their minds, ora single
peculiarity of their personal sppearance, to
build up characters entirely distinet from
them in every other characterislic

Indeed, if povelista and dramatists
accustomed to use their friends and acgnaiut-
ances as subjects Lo be introdaced into their
vovels and plays, they wonld be shunned by
all decent people as a pestilence 1s shanned.
Nobedy but the satirist or the caricaturist
protends to draw from sactual modsls, and
eéven the satirist selects his enemies and not
his friends for his caustic reproductions of
actual men and women; whilst the earica-
turist confines himself, in his worst exaggera-
tions, to persons whose publicity is s0 noto-
rious that po inquiry is made as to his per-
sonal knowledge of his vietims.

The most complete information we possoss
regarding the sources from which a master of
characterization drew his materials is fonnd
in Bcott's prefaces to Lis own novels, In
these prefaces the amuthor of Waverley de-

| seribes the original of almost every promi.

nent charactor in his works; but the mowent
we turn from the deseription to the rapre.
sentation—from Helen Walker to Jeanie

Deans, from Andrew Gemmells to Edie

Ochiltree — we  discover that we have

learned nothing of those processes of genins
by which these originals have been trans-

wore

and more alive than the majority of actoal
persons whom we every day meet. Ielen
Walker is the original of Jeanie Deans in
some such sense as a block of marble is ths
original of Story’s Sybil. The thing really to
| be considered is the transformation effectod
by geniug, not the source from which the ori-
ginal suggestion was derived, and of this
secret Scott tells us nothing.
Of all novalists of genius Janes Aunsten 1s
| perbaps the closest to actual life and charac-
ter; but she is still a creator, and not a copy-
| ist or photograpber. Her characters have
sonls, though some of theam may have very
small ones; and to put a soulinto an imagined
character is the most diffieult of all the tasks
| of genius, BShe is famous for her clergymen,
and these are genmerally so cnmmonp‘]ace nd
just to escape being characterlesa, Her art,
indeed, is in delineating character without
| availing herself of its obtrusive peculiarities,
In one case she has departed from her ordi-
nary method, and produced a hnmorouns mas-
terpiece. We refer, of course, to the Llev.
Mr. Collins, in ‘‘Pride and Prejudige.”
Doubtless some notual clerical sycophant sng-
gested this delicious fool; but if she had
merely attempted to reproduce him literally
we shonld bave had only a satirioal
result. But the hint derived from the proto.
type tickled her sense of humor so keenly
that she indulged for once in the very in-
toxieation of mirth, and revelled in her wivid
and joy-inspiring coneeption of clerical folly
a8 Ben Jonson revelled in the coneception of
Captain Bobadil, and as Dickens revelled in
| the conception of Tony Weller., The prim
| perfection of her ordinary clergyman dis.
appears in this masterpiece. Of all her
male characters it approaches the nearest
| to broad caricature; of all her male
characters it impresses us the most with a
sense of the possibilities of her humorous
gening, That it is not a copy, but a crea-
‘ tion, is proved by the thorough geniality of
the delineation. The original of Mr. Collins
was nndoubtedly a despised bore; the ideal
| Mr. Collins is too langhable to be dall, and
gives us too much pleasure to be an object of
| Beorn,  As the clerical toad neocessitates the
| aristocratio tyrant, the baughty stupidity of
| Lady Catherine de Bourgh is an artistio resnlt
of the sycophautic stupidity of Mr, Collins,
and we accordingly have, in **Pride and Pre-
| judice,” two ¢ ters overcharged with
nmorous vitality instead of one,
‘ It wounld be easy to show that every novelist
| and dramatist who has suceeeded in arresting
the attention of the world has succeeded by
his or her geniug, and not by the materials
| on which the genius was exercised. The
attempt to state the “‘originals” of romantio
characters hus the fatal defeot of overlooking
the essential fact to be considered—the origi-
nality of the creators,
